The magistrate of the 
Westminster police court yesterday re 
manded Sir Thomas Freake, a wealthy 
gentleman widely known in social cireles 
on charges of forgery and assault preferr- 
ed bya gentleman named Gibson, Sr 
Thomas lured Gibson into the cellar of. an 
unoccupied house in Kensington, where 
he with the help of friends who were in 
league with him, overpowered and 
handcuffed him and took Lis keys away 
from him. Sir Thomas then went to St. 
Creorges club, opened Gibsons box se 
cured the letters and photograph of a 
certain woman and destroyed them. He 
had previously forged Giibsen's name to 
a telegram notifying the club that 4a man 
would be sent to open Gibson's box. Sir 
Thomas aud Gibson were formerly close 
friends. They had a falling out on ae- 
count of the woman referred te, with 
whom both men were intimate, The 
woman was present in’ the cellar when 
Gibson was attacked, The affair has 
caused a sensation. 


London, Oct. 1. Freake scandal which 
was ventilated at Westminster police 
court yesterday is the talk of the town. 
Sir Thomas Freake and his wife ate beth 
well-known in society, Sand their estab- 
lishment and entertainments are conduct- 
edona grand scale.
